OF HIS FIGHT FOR FREE­ 
DOM OF PRESS

Cedar Rapids, la.. May 31.— Far 
from the scene of his coming trial 
for manslaughter, Carl C. 
Magee, 
edItor of the New Mexico State T ri­ 
bune of Albuquerque, today mingled 
with old friends and former class­ 
mates of Iowa State Teachers’ Col­ 
lege here and delivered the address 
dedicating the new college campan­ 
ile. 
Magee is nationally 
known 
be­ 
cause of his fight in New Mexico for 
the freedom of the press and for the 
removal of the court from politics. 
It was he who started the agita­ 
tion which led to the senate investi­ 
gation of the Teapot Dome lease, re­ 
sulting in the ousting) of Fall and 
Denby from the president’s cabinet. 
Here' today the grey haired, fiery 
editor from the southwest was receiv­ 
ed much the same as a hero re tu rn ­ 
ing home froip battle. 
A member 
of the class q£CJ894, M^gee Was eag­ 
erly sought haji by scores of •'old tim* 
ers who had watched his climb on 
life's highway from a corn fed col­ 
lege freshman to a nationally known 
character and leader against corrup­ 
tion. 
Magee’s dedicatory address 
was 
simply told. 
Throughout sympathy | 
flowed to this man, whose coming] 
trial made no 
difference 
to 
his 
friends, when they sought a speaker 
to lead the program 
here 
today. 
They are not taking his trial 
for 
murder seriously. 
Magee's fight against the alliance 
between politics and the courts re­ 
sulted in an attack upon him by D. 
J. Leahy, former judge, whom Ma­ 
gee unseated. 
The attack occurred 
in the lobby of a hotel at Las Vegas, 
N. M., on the evening of August 21, 
1925. 
Leahy entered the hotel while Ma­ 
gee was giving an interview to a 
newspaper woman in the proceedings 
of the state board of insanity com­ 
missioners of which he was a mem­ 
ber. Suddenly without a word, Leahy 
is alleged to have strqck him a ter­ 
rific blow, felling him to the floor. 
Magee. lying on the floor bewil­ 
dered, fired three shots at 
Leahy. 
One bullet struck John B. Lassiter, 
a bystander, who sought 
to 
help 
Magee. The other two bullets broke 
Leahy’s arm. 
He goes on trial at 
Las Vegas on June 15. on a charge 
of manslaughter growing out of the 
death of Lassiter. 
The case will be decided by a jury 
of Mexicans, most of whom are un­ 
familiar with the English language. 
They will hear the evidence through 
an interpreter.

MODERN home

Arctic defied the death dealing 
cold of the Polar Regions and 
proved an Invaluable ald to lie u ­ 
tenant Commander Richard BL Byrd 
In his successful flight to the North 
Pole, which he Girded three times In 
a record breaking flight of 1,500 miles 
in 15 hours and 80 minutes at an 
average speed of 90.75 miles an hour. 
It was at the Spitsbergen base, 
King’s Bay, where this first modern 
house was constructed amid the snow 
and Ice of the Arctic immediately upon 
the arrival of Lieutenant Byrd and 
his companions, as a permanent home 
and observation station for the ex- 
f 
dorers. The house, which rose up on 
he horizon of the frigid north in marked contrast to 
the igloo of the Eskimo, was equipped with a com­ 
plete radio outfit that those who remained at the 
base while Lieutenant Byrd made his thrilling dash 
to the pole In his speeding Fokker might keep 
In touch with their chief and the outside world, 
which they kept Informed as to the progress and suc­ 
cess of the flight 
It was to this same home that be returned aft­ 
er his hazardous trip and from which some of the 
first messages were sent to the waiting public, tell­ 
ing them through the lanes of the air that Byrd had 
circled the pole three times and had returned to 
his Spitsbergen home In safety, adding one of the 
most memorable pages to the history of Arctic ex­ 
ploration. 
Sugar Cum Flgkti Polar Cold. 
When 
Lieutenant Byrd left the Brooklyn Navy 
Yard on the ship Chantier he declared he had the 
best and most scientifically equipped expedition that 
ever had started for the North Pole. Special plan# 
were made for the erection of his Arctic home. 
Boards of celotex insulating lumber made from ba­ 
gasse (sugar cane fiber after all sugar juices have been 
extracted) were carried along with the latest Inven­ 
tions to ald in polar exploration. This building ma­ 
terial is very light and is filled with millions of air 
cells, which give It great Insulation value and re­ 
sistance to changes Cfi temperature, especially the 
severe cold. 
One odd circumstance In connection 
with the use of this material is that the (toga? cane 
af the south was utilised to fight the cold of the 
north. 
Celotex was Selected Instead of lumber because

These nut bori­ 
ties pointed out that the protection af­ 
forded by its insulation e-irleney was 
three times as great as ordinary lum­ 
ber and nearly twelve times as great 
oh that of brick and other masonry 
material. The ship Chantier also was 
lined with celotex uh an added pre­ 
caution to keep the ship warm while 
the explorers used It in the preliminary stages of 
the expedition. 
Id practically every other way this expedition wan 
more scientifically prepared than any of its predeces­ 
sors. 
These Included Inventions of Command** 
Byrd himself. 
A simple sun compass conceived I > 
Byrd and developed by Mr. Bumstead of the N a­ 
tional Geographic Society, superseded the complicated 
German device, developed three years ago for Amund­ 
sen. The drift Indicator also was Byrd’s Invention. 
The bubble sextant by which the navigator obtains 
his bearings while In flight was another one of Ll« 
Inventions. 
Still another scientific development*wan 
a quick method of telling when one is at the .North 
Pole. This has been worked out by G. W. Llttlehales, 
the navy’s hydrographic engineer. 
Next Flight Over South Pole. 
The expedition, backed by such men as John 
D. Rockefeller, Jr., and Theodore Roosevelt Jr., had 
three main objects. 
1—To prove that air navigation In the Arctic Is 
feasible and that freight and passenger travel over 
the top of the world is certain to come. 
2—To hunt for new land In the unexplored aren# 
of the Arctic. 
3—To conquer the North Pole from the air as a 
sporting adventure and as a demonstration of what 
a plane can do-~not a geographical study, as tho 
pole was bagged for all time by Admiral Peary. 
Lieutenant Byrd achieved the major part of hi# 
program in his first flight. After the successful 
flight of Amundsen In hts dirigible, during which he 
found no trace of new land, Lieutenant Byrd de­ 
cided to give up his other flights and make his next 
airship expedition an attempt to repeat at the South 
Pole what he accomplished at the North.

PEACE” MUST BE REACHED 
BY AMERICANS

Washington, May 31. —• Standing 
on the marble rostrum of the Arling­ 
ton amphitheater dedicated to 
the 
veterans of all American wars, Presi­ 
dent Coolidge today issued a ringing 
denunciation of militarism, intoler­ 
ance and race hatred, and appealed 
to the people of this nation to main­ 
tain peace by disarmament and arbi­ 
tration. 
In spite of treaties and tribunals 
we cannot escape war unless an opin­ 
ion “devoted to peace” Is reached by 
the American people, the president 
declared In his Memorial Day ad­ 
dress given in the realm of America's 
honored dead. 
“ A determination to do right will 
be more effective than all our trea­ 
ties and courts, all our armies and 
fleets,” he said. 
“A peaceful people 
will have peace, but a warlike people 
cannot escape war.*rr 
Mr. 
Coolidge 
expressed 
himself 
most satisfied with the condition ot 
our standing arm y’and navy, 
“ Our country has never had a bet­ 
ter equipped army or a more JSldent 
navy In time of peace than it ha* at 
the present time,” 
he 
continued. 
"The air service is being perfected, 
better quarters are being provided 
and our whole 
military 
establish­ 
ment is being made worthy of the 
power and dignity of this great na­ 
tion. 
“ We realize that national security 
and national defense cannot be safe­ 
ly neglected. 
To do so is to put in 
peri! our domestic tranquility 
and 
Jeopardize our respect and standing 
among the other nations.” 
But our forces are distinctly 
the 
forces of peace, the president de­ 
clared. 
“ Everyone knows that we covet no 
territory, we entertain no imperial­ 
istic designs, we harbor no enmity 
toward any other people,” he said. 
“ We seek no revenge, we nurse no 
grievances, we have inflicted no In­ 
juries and we fear no enemies. 
Our 
ways ure the ways of peace.” 
Our decision to enter the world 
court is an Indication of our desire 
for international harmony, Mr. Cool­ 
idge said in a lengthy eulogy of the 
principles of that tribunal. 
“ When questions arise, which all 
parties agree ought to be adjudicat­ 
ed but which do not yield to tho 
ordinary methods of diplomacy,” he 
continued, “ here is a forum to which 
parties may voluntarily repair In the 
consciousness that their dignity suf­ 
fers no dimunition, and that their 
cause will be determined impartially, 
according to the law and the evi­ 
dence, 
That is a sensible, direct aud 
efficient and practical method of ad­ 
justing differences which cannot fail 
to appeal to tile intelligence of the 
American people.” 
The preliminary conference of th j 
reduction of armament at Geneva is 
another 
important 
instrument 
for 
peace which should be given the 
wholeheartd support of the American 
people, the president believes. 
“Out of that conference we ex­ 
pect some practical results,” he ob­ 
served. adding a sort of warning 
note to Europe in these words: 
“ W'e believe that other nation* 
ought to join in laying aside their 
suspicions and hatreds sufficiently to 
agree among themselves upon meth­ 
ods of murual relief from the neces­ 
sity of the maintenance of great land 
and sea forces.

Enemies of Feathered Flock 
Never at Rest. 


In the nesting season birds of sev­ 
eral species will Join together to at­ 
tack an enemy, says Oliver O. Pike. 
writing about the bravery of birds, in 
the London Mail. 
Wear my home a 
pair of bullfinches have lived for sev­ 
eral years. 
Oho afternoon I heard 
them calling lewdly aud saw birds 
from all directions joining tln^n. Hur­ 
rying up, I found th at the {Urds were 
attacking a stoat which was raiding 
the bullfinches' nest 
I was too late 
to save the young, but aa the robber 
slunk away through fhe grass the 
birds follow ^ unfll he disappeared. 
Our little brown squirrel is quite 
the most fascinating mammal we have 
in the country, but he is a great thief 
and Is looked upon as an outlaw by 
birds. I caught one in the act of rob­ 
bing a pfed flycatcher's nest. 
I saw 
him coming out of a hole in a trop, 
and directly he left I looked inside 
and found all eight eggs broken und 
their contents eaten. 
In a neighboring wood two squirrels 
attacked a nest of the jay. 
The la t­ 
ter Is a bold bird and will not hesi­ 
tate to fight almost any wild creature 
that goes near its home. 
The two 
birds were dashing at the squirrels, 
pecking as they flashed past. 
They 
struck from all sides, but the squir­ 
rels gained In the fight and got near­ 
er and nearer the nest. 
Now the jays, seeing that It was 
difficult to save their eggs, carried out 
a wonderful act of strategy. 
They 
censed attacking the raiders and went 
straight to the squirrels’ drey in a 
neighboring tree I 
The tables were 
now turned; the squirrels censed their 
attacks on the nest, and with a few 
wonderful aerial leaps were across 
the leafy pathway In the tree tops 
which led to their home. 
They were 
only just in time, too, for a moment 
or two 
later 
the 
young 
squirrels 
would have been killed by the angry 
birds. 
In a Welsh wood we were searching 
for the nest of that rare bird the 
kite. 
The keeper's dog was a few 
yards ahead of us when suddenly we 
saw the flask of a pair of great wings, 
followed by a loud cry. 
We were al­ 
most underneath the nest without 
knowing it. The sitting bird saw the 
dog beneath, swooped down, fastened 
her sharp talons In his back, and sent 
him away howling with pain. 


Scientific Advance 
Determination of the species of de­ 
structive term ite or "wJUte ant” that 
may be proving itself a menace in any 
given locality is expected to be made 
possible by a study of the peculiar 
protozoa that live In their digestive 
tracts and help the insects to assimi­ 
late their diet of wood, according to 
preliminary studies made by Dr. Al­ 
fred Emerson of the University of 
Pittsburgh; Dr. Harold Kirby, Jr., of 
Yale university, and Dr. T. E. Snyder 
of the United States bureau of ento­ 
mology. 
Sometimes the insects cap­ 
tured are too young to tell apart, Doctor 
Snyder explains, and sometimes only 
mangled or fragm entary specimens 
are obtainable. 
But the minute ani­ 
mals that live inside them are just 
as different from each other as their 
hosts, and thns may afford a clew to 
the identity of the latter.

in earlier years destroyed hundreds 
of printers ecah y*-ar. 
Records of 
the union show that th*- average life 
time of the union printer has been 
advancer! from 41.25 years in 1900 
to 57.68 years in 1925, the increase 
corning gradually as conditions have 
improved.

Union is composed of 791 supordln- 
ate unions in the Unltde StaU-s, Can­ 
ada, the Hawaiian Islands and Porto 
Rico.

English Governor Who 
Served Colonies Well 
King 
George’s 
war, 
the 
bloody 
period of 1714-48, is an important bls 
toricul link, says Hugn Peiidexter, in 
Adventure Magazine. 
In New England the war was com 
monly called “Shirley’s War” because 
of the leading role played by Massa 
ehusetts’ governor. 
Me was one of 
the very few popular English gov­ 
ernors In America. Ills father wax a 
London merchant. Instead of going 
into trade he became u lawyer, lo­ 
cated in London, und 
wuh fa tail tar 
with the intrigues of the court of 
George II. 
He came to America in 
1731 and became governor of Massa­ 
chusetts In 174J. 
Previous te his ap­ 
pointment lie served as surveyor of 
the king’s woods, und was quick to 
understand the value of our forests 
aud especially the lrn|>ortafice of re­ 
serving the choice pLueu for “amat­ 
ing” the royal navy. Thin work also 
gave him an extensive knowledge of 
the geography aud resources of New 
England. 
For fifteen years he wus a royal 
governor and military commander in 
America, aud almost coMitautly Mi- 
gaged In fighting tbs French awd their 
Indian nill**. 
He was one of tho 
first, If not the Amt, royal governors 
to discern the supreme lwpertu&oo 
of the crown’s contributing to tho 
Colonial welfare lf Colonial loyalty 
was to continue. Aside from the mili­ 
tary rule he played during the old 
wars, lie curried through many civic 
reforms. 
Chief among the latter was 
establishing 
Masaaciiusetta 
on 
a 
specie basis, that colony being bank­ 
rupt when lie took office as governor. 
He succeeded In securing compensa­ 
tion for the colony’s expense* la King 
(hHirge’s war, and was snccenrfal ta 
insisting the coin received should be 
used to redeem Colonial paper. When 
assuming office the relative values 
of silver and paper were four to one. 
He received no ald from the crow* 
that his efforts deserved. There wae 
no Bitt to speak for him and the 
Colonies at court. 
Me endeavored to 
end the Jealousies of the Colonise 
and unite them for mutual riotous# 
and soiMinprovemeoL Im this he was 
largely balked by the quarreling of 
Newcastle aud Redford, matcher of 
whom gave any avenses «f betag well 
acquainted with, #r tater satori la the 
needs of the Ostomies.
